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Although this new volume of the Dictionary of National Biography 
records the lives of those who died during nine of the middle years of 
the reign of King George V. most of them began life in the reign of 
Queen Victoria. Take the very first name in the volume, Edwin Abbott 
Abbott the scholar and theologian—he was born in 1838, the year following 
Queen Victoria’s accession; but others were born before him in the reign 
of William IV., and three still earlier in the reign of George IV., i.e. 
Professor G. D. Liveing who died as the result of a street accident at 
the age of 97, Sir Harry Poland the criminal lawyer, and Admiral John 
Moresby who charted the coast of New Guinea. 


The biographies of four Prime Ministers of England by writers who 
were well acquainted with them, will be found in this volume, as well 
as those of five Lord Chancellors, other eminent statesmen like Curzon, 
great soldiers such as Haig and French, and amongst Sailors, Doveton 

Sturdee. In the fields of art, literature, music and the drama are some

John Woolman, quaker essayist, was born at Northampton, Burlington county, West 
Jersey. He was a baker by trade, when, about the age of twenty-three, he began a 
lifelong testimony against slavery. He learned tailoring in order to support himself 
simply, became a travelling preacher tn the states, and journeyed on foot handing 
payment to the wealthy host, or to the slaves themselves, rather than accept hospitality 
from slaveowners. In 1772 "he embarked for England, and on landing at London on 
June 8 proceeded straight to the yearly meeting of ministers and elders. He died, at 
York, Oct. 7, 1772, and was buried in the Friends’ burial-ground there.

he, during 1607, at the request “of a very deare friend, that was desirous to understand 
the subject,” translated “[the first part of] the Historie of Don Quixote, out of 
the Spanish Tongue, into the English, in the space of fortie dayes.” But after his 
friend- had glanced at his rendering Shelton “cast it aside, where it lay long time 
neglected in a corner.” At the end of four or five years, “at the intreatie of others 
my friends, I content to let it come to light, conditionally, that some one or other 
would peruse and amend the errours escaped; my many affaires hindering me from 
undergoing that labour.’

Vincentio Saviolo was born at Padua, where a family bearing that name had long 
been settled. He travelled abroad, earning a reputation as a fencer. Coming to 
England, he found employment in the service of the Earl of Essex, to whom this 
book, which is the earliest treatise in English upon the use of the rapier, is dedicated. 
It is certain that SHAKESPEARE was familiar with this work. In the second book is 
an account of a wrestling-match, which was the foundation story of Orlando’s contest 
with Charles. the Duke Frederick’s wrestler, in “As you Like It? In the same 
play (v. 4) Touchstone describes the several forms of a lie in much the same terms

Thomas Shelton, stenographer, was born in 1601. It is probable that he began iije 
as a writing-master and that he was teaching shorthand before he was 19, for in 1649 
he claims to have had more than 30 years’ study in the art.
